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March Winds Bring 
Draft Resistance To SSC 


For the past few weeks, about 
the only draft resistance around 
campus has been overcoats to the 
March winds, 

but within the next two weeks, 
there’s going to be a flurry of 
anti-draft and anti-war activity 
on campus. 

The Sacramento Draft Resist- 
ance Union met here last Friday, 
and talked turkey, It was hardly 
idle gobbling — their plans range 
from a teach-in here next” week 
to demonstrations March 20 at the 
Sacramento and Oakland army 
induction centers, 

Things are strictly in the plan- 
ning Stages, though. There is no 
indication that the murmur of 
protest will reach the melee pro- 
portions of the recent Oakland 
demonstrations. 


An SDRU spokesman com- 
mented, ‘‘Il have a feeling that 
some will be tearing up the 
Oakland induction center March 
20.”’ 

Whether there is tearing up, 
tearing down, or just tepid 
picketing and protest, one thing 
is clear. The voice of dissent is 
rumbjing once again — and will 
probably be raucous and roaring 
once again before April is over. 

The SDRU discussed a nation- 
wide student strike set for April 
20-30. ‘‘It would look pretty fool- 
ish,’’ said a spokesman, ‘‘if just, 
say, 200 students walked off the 
campus — in view of the other 
9800 students still on campus,’’ 

\nd that brought the group to 
consideration of an area-wide 
Strike, covering SSC, Sacramento 


City College , American River 
College, UC Davis, and area high 
schools, ‘‘I’d like to see an 
area- wide union,’’ said the 
speaker, ‘‘with a Sac State local, 
an American River College local, 
and so on, Then when something 
arises, we could organize and 
demonstrate ,’’ 


The ‘*sornething’”’ that’s 
arising March 20 is a 5 a.m, 
induction bus bound for Oakland 
with four Sacramento draftees 
who are allegedly going to refuse 
to serve, 


The protest delegation, how- 
ever large or small, will 
champion the inductees’ cause; 
the teach-in on campus next week 
will throwa press-to-public spot- 
light onto the events, 


Speakers Call Courts ‘Death Traps’; 
Urge Mexican Repossession of Land 


‘American courts are death 
traps,’’ said Keias Lopez Tijer~ 
ina, president of Alianza Federal 
de Pueblos Libres. ‘‘Judges are 
enemies of the poor and of jus- 
tice, and are friends of the power 
structure.’’ 

fiyerina and Hert Corona, 
state president of the Mexican- 
American Political Association, 
expressed their views last 
Thursday in the Music Kecital 
Hall, of the Anglo-Society in re- 
lation to the plight of the Mexican- 
American, }he Mexican-Amer- 
ican civil rights leaders were 
sponsored by the Sacramento 
State College California Govern- 
ment Center, Darryi Enos, pro- 
fessor of government, Director, 

Caesar Chavez, president of 
the Nationa! United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee, 
was originally scheduled to 
appear, however, his illness fol- 
lowing a cecent fast for non- 
violence prevented him, 

“The country must understand 
the Mexican-Americans and how 
they got here,’’ said Corona, 
“The Mexicans were here first, 
and laid down the foundations of 
the present civilization before 
the Anglos came, As far as the 
Mexican-Americans are con- 
cerned, they are living in occu- 
pied Mexican territory,’’

When the Anglos came, they 
thought they would assimilate and 
integrate the Mexican as they did 
the Germans and Irish, thereby 
wiping out the whole Mexican 
culture, Corona continued.‘ ‘Since 
these methods failed, the Mexi- 
cans then had to be treated as an 
enemy because they reminded 
the Anglos of the black, or should 
I say white and evil deeds they 
did intaking the territory,’’ added 
Corona, 

The Mexican-American lead- 
ers are trying to reclaim pueblos, 
land grants in the south west, 
which were given tothe Mexicans 
around 1550 by the King of Spain. 
lhe American courts claim that 
the pueblos have beenautomatic- 
ally dissolved and now belong to 
the United States. 

Tijerina said that the Mexi- 
cans, born from Indians and 
Spanish, are victims of anorgan- 
ized conspiracy to eliminate their 
cultural rights and privileges, He 
used the Treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidaigo, signed between the 
United States and Mexicoin1848, 
as an example.

But remember, I never played it be- 
fore. And this champ I can lick. He’s no Fancy Dan 
boxer. I dig his style—-bobbing, weaving. A little butting, 
a little gouging. I know his style like I know my own. 
It’s all the way this time, baby. And it’ll mean a mink 
for you. 

Pat: Oh, please, Kid, I’d rather make my old cloth one do 
than see you take another beating. 

The Kid (bobbing and weaving): No chance of that, baby. 
This time I’m not gonna peak too early. First I take on 
George in New Hampshire. A pushover. He's a stand-up 
fighter, see, but he bleeds easy. i'm a 3-1 favorite. So I 
knock him out, see. Then Rocky’s gotta give me a shot in 
Oregon. And maybe Ronnie Baby, too. I clobber ’em. I 
prove I’m a winner, see and then . . . (the phone rings) 
Pat (cupping the receiver): It’s your handler, Kid. 

The Kid (into the phone) : Don’t worry, I’m in top shape for 
New Hampshire and . . . What d’ya mean, George pulled 
out? Well, issue a sportsmanlike statement to the press. 
Tell ’em I don't think for a minute he’s a yellow-bellied, 
chicken-livered coward. Okay, so get me Rocky. Oh. 
Yeah, I guess if you’re undefeated, you don’t have to prove 
you’re a winner. But look, I gotta lick somebody. You 
do? Great, great. Who is it? I'll murder the bum. Har- 
old who? That glassjawed canvasback; I’ll lick him and 
what’ll it prove? Oh, well. So I prove there’s bigger 
losers around than me. (He slams down the phone.) 

Pat: Oh, Kid, don’t you see? You've proved yourself. 
They’re all afraid to fight you. Now you can quit the 
ring forever. 

The Kid: Quit the ring? After a great comeback like 
this? (Bobbing and weaving) Why, they never laid a 
glove on me. I’m the greatest. I can lick ’em all. (He 
stops, suddenly looking dazed.) Only who's ever going to 
believe it?

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Review 
One - Acts

Last Thursday night, in the 
outdoor theatre, I discovered for 
the first time the excellence 
of Sacramento State College’s 
drama department. 


This year’s first series of 
one-act plays, performed and 
directed exclusively by SSC stu- 
dents, presented ‘‘Curse You, 
Jack Dalton,’’ ‘An American 
Dream,’’ ‘‘A Diversion,’’ and 
“Eulogy for Some Anonymous 
People.”’ 

‘*A Diversion,’’ directed by 
Robert Hughes, was exactly as 
its title claimed — a diversion. 
This close-knit, engaging play 
owes much of its strength to the 
fine acting of Charlotte Tighe 
as the flirtations Madarne de 
Lary. Miss Tighe had a rare 
feel for her part as that hu- 
morous but wise Madame, dis- 
playing exactly the correct 
amounts of appropriate good hu- 
mor and wisdom. 


Robert Davis was well cast 
as the Count de Chavigny and 
Karen Cunningham, as his wife 
Flora, handled her difficult part 
with a charming confidence. 
Thanks to the ability of its actors 
this play was a very entertaining 
— as well as convincing — 
diversion, 

‘‘Eulogy for Some Anonymous 
People,’’ directed by Paul R. 
Jones, was less successful. At 
the risk of being said to have 
cauterized an amateur, I must 
report that Harry Leisk has 
written a dramatic failure. 
Leisk’s condemnation of man 
through the words and actions 
of three partners in theft lacked 
subtlety. That was his worst 
shortcomings, although stereo- 
types, lacks of originality and 
motivation for violence, etc., 
could be added. 

Dave Snyder and Roger Hoop - 
man struggled admirably to break 
the bonds of their stereotyped 
parts, but defeat was inevitable. 
Even such a small part as the 
waitress (Gloria Yanes) was fro- 
zen in stefeotype. (‘*Ya’ think 
you’re somethin’ special al- 
ready?’’ she asks at one point, and 
invariably begins sentences with 
such waitress-grammar as: ‘‘Ya’ 
want I should...., etc.). Iam, 
however, indebted to Mr. Leisk 
for two reasons. 

l. The brilliant placement ofa 
loud gunshot near the end of 
“Eulogy,’’ which awoke me in 
time for the next play, and 

2. Clint Cockran. Mr. Cock- 
ran’s part as the little gang’s 
hock-artist, Benjie, will not soon 
be forgotten. Everything about 
his performance (timing, sincer- 
ity — the list is endless) was 
so well done that I will not 
attempt to list them here, but 
instead will give him the highest 
praise I know of: watch him, 
everyone, for you’ ll be seeing him 
again and again and again.... 

“Curse You, Jack Dalton,” 
(Dennis Arrants, Director) wasa 
farcical melodrama with plot re- 
versals as intertwined asa snake 
writhing in laughter. While Jack 
Dalton (David Monasch) was the 
play’s hero, Ed Martin, as Fg- 
bert Var Horn, was the hero of 
the audience. Perfectly evil and 
hilarious at the same time, Mr. 
Martin displayed a comic ability 
rarely seen onthe amateur stage. 

Lorgene Christy’s look of in- 
nocence contributed as much to 
her successful portrayal of 
Bertha Blair as did everything 
else. The same, unfortunately, 
cannot be said of Jim Lane’s 
portrayai of Richard Blair, 
Bertha’s fair brother. His fair- 
ness was too fair and his weak- 
ness too weak for sucha challeng- 
ing part — one of the few acting 
weaknesses of the series. Luckily 
this imperfection was all but lost 
in the swift, roliicking pace of 
an entirely engaging play.

We must encourage education and promote sci- 
ence, literature, and the arts. 

In the words of a past great American, Abraham Lin- 
coln, who himself dealt with the problem of conflicting 
ideologies, ‘‘A house divided against itself cannot stand.” 

Much less can it tower over others.
